The Cross of Christ is the glory of 
kingly souls, the hope and triumph of 
millions. With a grave for its sock- 
et, it stands against the background 
of the centuries. It cannot be hid. 
It is the focal point of all human his- 
cory. Christ said, ‘‘And I, if I be 
ifted np, from the earth, will draw 

. men unto Me;” and to-day, as 

the past, sin, unbelief and hate 

ge around it. Light and truth 
am from it, and it yet sheds heal- 
son our race. All hopes hang oa 
It solves all riddles, and is set in 
1 world ruled by death, as the sym- 
bol of that death which conquers all 
other deaths, and is itself eternal 
life. How cheerless and hopeless 
this world would be without it! 

A while ago, Mr. Ingersoll, stand- 
ing with weeping parents at the grave 
of a little child, said: ‘* We do not 
know whether the grave is the end of 
this life or the door of another.” The 
rudest savage that ‘* paddled in his 
dug-out”” before Babylon was builded, 
or Thebes arose on the borders of 
the desert, had a faith abreast of 
this, and knew as much of life and 
destiny. ' 

The Cross of Christ set in the 
grave hes shed its radiance through 
its gloom and disclosed the realities 
beyond ; and now, as the weary toiler 
at the close of day treads fearlessly 
the homeward path amid the shad- 
ows of night, so the believer in Christ 
walks fearlessly the pathway through 
the shadows of death, knowing that 
it leads to home and rest in the many 
mansions beyond.

The Luther Jubilee has been cele- 
brated everywhere in Germany, and, 
also, far beyond its borders, where- 
ever the faith of the Reformer en- 
lightens heart and mind. It has 
been kept with unauimous enthusi- 
asm, among all classes of the people, 
as a genuine Protestant religious fes- 
tival. 

Preparations for the celebration of 
this anniversary in Leipzig began 
days, yes, weeks, beforehand. Oa 
Friday, Nov. 9, a concert was given 
in the Thomas Church by the choir 
of this church, the Arion Society of 
the University, the Bach Society, the 
choir of the Gewandhaus, the city or- 
chestra, and several fine soloists. 
The programme was: ‘ Ein’ feste 
Burg;” Reformations-Cantate by 
J.S. Bach; and Reformations-Can- 
tate by Albert Becker. The money 
raised by the sale of tickets was 
given to the building fund for the 
new Luther Chureh. On this same 
day I received an invitation from the 
director of the Girls’ High School, 
to be present at the exercises in that 
school in honor of Luther.

ism. Luther’s greatness did not con- 
sist in his learning, his acuteness, his 
heroism, his sympathy with the peo- 
ple, his evangelical lite, his truly re- 
ligious nature. Luther was no 
saint, and did not wish to be consid- 
ered one. He spoke some notes 
higher, and some notes deeper, than 
other men. Luther’s greatness has | 
its roots in his personality, his firm, 
moral, and great character. The or- 
ator spoke of the long conflict of 
truth as destined to end in victory. 
Protestantism has its mission to ful- 
fill, to assist truth, to lead back to 
the Gospel as the fountain-head and 
Standard-measure. After the dis- 
course, the speaker, in the name of 
the faculty, conferred various de- 
grees. 

The great event of the day was 
the unveiling of the Luther-Melanc- 
thon monument, the work of the 
master, Johannes Schilling, the 
sculptor of the National monument 
at Niederwald. On steps of gray 
granite rests a great pedestal of red 
granite, and this supports the double 
monument. Luther is represented as 
seated, with open Bible on his right 
knee, looking up at Melancthon, 
who stands by his side, with his right 
hand on Luther’s shoulder, and with 
the left hand presents to him a writ- 
ing — his head bent down toward Lu- 
ther. On the pedestal are four reliefs, 
in bronze, which show in every line 
the masterly hand of Schilling. In 
front is depicted the delivery of the 
keys of the church to the Protestant 
clergy in Leipzig. The second re- 
lief represents the administration of 
the Lord’s Supper in both forms. The 
third has three scenes — on the right. 
the marriage of the clergy, in the 
centre the prehching of the Word, 
and on the left a family gathered to 
hear the reading of the Bible. The 
fourth relief pictures the worshiping 
coogregation and the administration 
of the rites of baptism and confirma- 
tion. Beneath these reliefs are four 
bronze shields, which mark the four 
chief epochs of the Reformation aud 
bear the names of Wittenberg, 
Worms, Speier and Augsburg, with 
the appropriate dates. 

The union of a seated figure with 
one standing, is without example in 
ancient art. Schilling, with courage 
and a bold hand, bas attempted the 
difficult task, with success. The 
motive for this position was probably 
the ** Luther chair” of the Wart- 
burg.

At five o’clock a vesper service 
was held in all the evangelical-Lu- 
theran churches. This worship was 
of a liturgic character. Printed 
sheets of the order of service were 
furnished each person on entering 
the church. The selections from the 
Scriptures were Psalms 130: 46; 
Ezekiel 34: 1-16; Romans 8: 31- 
89. A short sermon was preached, 
and two of Luther’s hymns sung by 
the great congregation. I was glad 
when it was proposed that we should 
goto the Nicolai Church. This is 
one of the Be finest churches 
in the city.

this memorial day the interior was 
dressed with laurel wreaths, and the 
old pulpit covered with garlands and 
flowers. On leaving this church we 
found the illumination in full prog- 
ress. The city looked as if it had 
plunged into a sea of fire. So univers- 
al was the illumination, that only 
here and there could be seen a story 
or a house without lights. The old, 
venerable council-house stepped forth 
from the darkuess in a truly imposing 
splendor. Very lovely was the ef- 
fect of so many tiny lights in the 
windows and towers of the churches. 
Many beautiful mottoes and pictures 
from Luther’s life were displayed, 
and attracted the crowd. 

The stream of human life turned 
at about seven o'clock toward the 
Market Square. Here from the bal- 
cony of the City Hali Pastor Dr. 
Evers addressed the crowd. The 
speaker called Luther the greatest 
son of the people, the German proph- 
et. ‘* Lofty as Luther stands before 
our eyes as a Reformer, most be- 
loved, nearest is he to us as a Ger- 
man aod aChristian.” Luther wrote : 
‘*s Dear Germans, make use of God’s 
grace and word while it is at hand, 
for God’s word and grace are a pass- 
ing shower, which will not come 
again where it once has been.” The 
song, ** Nun danket Alle Gott,” 
closed this interesting part of the 
celebration. 

While the day selected for celebra- 
tion in Berlin and other cities was 
Sunday, the 11th of November, Leip- 
zig kept the birthday, according to 
date, in the manner described; but 
added on the day following a second 
festival of the church. 

Early on the morning of Sunday 
chimed forth from the bell-towers the 
choral, ‘‘ Nun danket Alle Gott.” 
At nime o’clock special commemora- 
tive services began in all the 
churches. At twelve o'clock took 
place the laying of the corner-stone 
of the new Luther Church. Reserved 
seats were provided for ladies, and I 
was among the fortunate ones who 
secured a seat where I could both 
hear and see all the proceedings. 
Under triumphal arches, and with 
music, came another great procession 
to the site of the new church. The 
pastors wore the clerical robes seen 
usually only in the pulpit. Pastor 
Pank preached the dedicatory ser- 
mon. On the sides of this corner-

Luther, 
who preached his first sermon in 
Leipzig, in 1519, from Matthew 
16: 18; Luther, who began the 
Reformation in Leipzig, in 1539, 
with his sermon on the church, 
could lay no other foundation. On 
the fourth side of the stone the 
preacher inscribed the words: ‘* Ye 
also, as lively stones, are built up a 
spiritual house.” The church is not 
a building of stone and wood, but the 
community of those who, filled with 
the Spirit of God, keep His Word, 
and are ruled, not. by priests and 
popes, but by Christ, the Builder of 
the church. Pastor Pauk’s closing 
werds were a prayer that from the 
stones of these walls bread might 
grow — heavenly bread — for the 
everlasting life of immortal souls. 
After the singing of a new hymn 
to Luther by the choir of the Thomas 
Church, the president of the Church- 
building Society, Dr. Freiesleben, 
read the document to be placed in the 
corner-stone. From the reading I 
learued that this church is the first 
to be built by this society, and that 
149,383 marks have already been 
contributed towards its erection. 
The various documents were put in 
their resting-place by the architect. 
The usual strokes with the hammer 
now followed. This part of the cere- 
monies was extremely solemn. Pas- 
tor after pastor, and many dignita- 
ties, pronounced words of blessing, 
in the uame of the Triune God, Th 
; ‘* Lob. Ebr anc Sei 
,* sung by many thousands, and 
the benediction pronounced byjGehei- 
mer Kirchenrath, «Dr. Lechler, 
brought these most interesting ser- 
vices to a close. 
Although I felt that I had heard 
and seen so much that both eyes and 
head were weary, I could not re- 
sist the call to be present at the 
children’s service at three o'clock. 
Once more in the Nicolai Church, 
we climbed to the gallery, since the 
body of the church was devoted to 
the children. Once more we sang 
‘¢ Ein’ feste Burg ist unser Gott,” this 
time with the accompaniment of 
organ and trombone. The venerable 
and beloved Pastor Binkau addressed 
the children from Heb. 13: 7. 
At six o’clock of this same day 
another service was held in all the 
churches. At eight o’clock crowds 
assembled iu four large halls, where 
speeches were made and music heard. 
A gentleman present at the gathering 
in the immense hall of the Crystal 
Palace described the scene as most 
impressive. Fully ten thousand per- 
sons were present. Thirteen speeches 
were made. At the close of the 
evening, after the ‘eloquent and stir- 
ring words of Pastor Pank on ‘* Lu- 
ther and his house as a model for 
every Christian family,” the great 
assembly united with the preacher 
in the Lord’s Prayer. 
In view of the earnest solemn 
words of truth that have been spoken, 
and considering that the masses of 
the people have been attentive hear- 
ers, it seems to me that this -memor- 
able anniversary must lead back to 
the old, firm faith of Luther and the 
Reformers; and that in reality it 
will be as, the saying goes, ‘* God’s 
word and Luther’s teaching can now 
and never perish.”

THE WAY OF THE CROSS.

One afternoon in August last, I 
was walking ia the suburbs of Brieg 
—a village in that part of Switzer- 
land known as the Rhone valley — 
when I noticed a number of little 
shrines, placed at intervals of a hun- 
dred yards or so, beside a footpath 
which ran up a steep hill, and on 
over a tongue of land extending 
downward between two deep gorges, 
the beds of mountain torrents. There 
were seven of them in sight from 
where I stood, and, curious to know 
if there were others, I climbed up 
the hillside, and wandered on and 
on till I came to a small Roman 





‘the people for their contributions, the 


thirteen shrines, and there were prob-| 
ably others farther on, for I was in- 
formed that the path led onward to 
farms and houses beyond. They 
were substantially alike in structure, 
being built of stones, rudely laid in 
mortar, and were about six feet high 
by three feet square at the base, 
with an opening in each one which 
was. protected by an iron grate. 
Within each of these inclosures was 
a figure of the cross, and beneath it 
a picture representing some scene in 
the earthly life of our Lord. 

‘After examining these outward 
indications of the piety of a poor peo- 
ple; after observing what use they 
actually made of them; and after 
inquiry as to the purpose in placing 
them there, I came to the follow- 
ing conclusion: Some devout and 
thoughtful person, who had observed 
that in climbing such steep hills peo- 
ple must of necessity make frequent 
stops to get breath for going further, 
had conceived the idea of placing the 
crosses there to indicate appropriate 
halting-places, and, at the same time, 
to call the attention of men and 
women to the great facts most need- 
ful to be considered before they came 
to life’s final halt. ; 

Supposing this may have been the 
meaning of the crosses, with their 
sheltering shrines, I afterward fell 
into a thoughtful mood concerning 
it, and since my reflections were 
profitable to my own soul, I now 
write them down in the hope that 
they may prove helpful to others. 

My tirst thought took this shape: 
Our pathway through life is like that 
which leads past those crosses —a 

steep, and often a difficult, one. In 





2jour school days we write within gilt- 


may find life’s pathway strewn only 
with flowers; but we have not been 
long out of school before we wonder 
at the simplicity of soul which led us 
to pen such a thought. The roseate 
hues of life’s early morning soon 
give place to the smiting heat of its 
real day, and ere the meridian is 
passed there are clouds in the sky, 
whose blackness often causes alarm, 
if they do not actually cast their 
shadows upon us. 

My experience has not been pre- 
cisely like that of others, of course, 
but certain it is that few of us have 
lived long without seeing something 
of the serious side of life. Our plans 
have often miscarried, our business 
has embarrassed us, our health has 
failed, our parents, companions, chil- 
dren and friends have left us for the 
unseen world, and we have some- 
times been ready to ask, with the 
writer whose book has become fa- 
mous, *‘ Is life worth living?” And 
had it not been that we found some 
source of comfort, speedily, we might 
have answered the question in the 
negative, and, like the smitten patri- 
arch in the Arabian desert, have 
cursed the day when we were born. 
There are some who as yet have been 
exempt from these things, but they 
will be compelled, sooner or later, 
to face them ; for, as in ancient Rome 
it was believed that every citizen, at 
some time in his life, walked over 
the Via Dolorosa — the Street of 
Sorrow —so here, it may be unhes- 
itatingly affirmed, it will be the lot 
of every mortal to walk over a road 
where stones will bruise and thorns 
will pierce his feet. 

ments, vexations, afflictions, sorrows 
— these are a part of our inheritance. 
So ran my thoughts, and I should 
have gone to my rest with a heavy 
heart at the remembrance of my own 
great griefs, had not the God of all 
comfort kindly sent me another re- 
flection, suggested by this rugged 
pathway with its crosses and its 
shrines. That comfort-bringing 
thought was this: Whoever, in as- 
cending that difficult path, paused for 
a moment before the erosses, actually 
fitted himself in this way to go on 
with greater comfort than if he had 
not stopped. If the sacred symbol 
flashed no truth in upon his soul, it 
at least blessed him by a kindly 
suggestion that he should stop and 
look at it, and in so doing he got a 
moment’s rest. 

And in the journey of life, too, it 
is a great boon to us that we are not 
allowed to pass along without fre- 
quent invitations to halt. Many in-

fluences invite, bré nothing has so 


the truth whose centre is the cross of 
Christ. Let us see if this be not so. 
Undoubtedly there is in every 
human heart a natural disposition to 
offer prayer, but this cry of nature 
does not operate so strongly in indue- 
ing habits of prayer as does the com- 
mand of God and the example of 
Christ. That prayer — public, fam- 
ily and private —is needful and ex- 
ceedingly helpful, I do not now need 


ucthing is so likely to lead us to 
make use of it as the thought of the 
Cross and its bleeding Victim. So, 
too, it is in the matter of praise. 
Every honest soul sees the propriety 
of gratitude for favors received, and 
he is accounted base indeed who has 
no such feeling toward his earthly 
benefactors. And if gratitude is a 
proper feeling to entertain toward 
our fellows, infinitely more is it so 
toward our Maker. But though 


haps admits it to himself in the hours 
of his best thioking, still no one 
really comes to express his gratitude 
by offering that praise which God 
requires unless he first alts before 
the Cross and takes in its mighty 
meaning. 

So again it is in regard to the Sab- 
bath. There are reasons enough 
growing out of the nature of things, 
aud deducible from human experi- 
ence, for the most rigid observance 
of that day of rest, but it is doubtful 
if these alone would ever have led 
to its general observance, had not 
God commanded that the day should 
be kept holy. And so everywhere 
in life, if we stop before the Cross, 
and consider what it means and 
what it teaches, we shall find the 
most powerful reasons for obedience, 
aud udt the Teast of these will be the 
fact that, if we obey, we shall there- 
by be better fitted to do the work, 
vod endure the afflictions, of the 
future. 

We must not expect to escape the 
hardships whieh are common to the 
race, but we shall find our life-work 
more easily accomplished if we fre- 
quently pause before the Cross to 
consider its transcendent truths.

The ladies Of the English-speaking 
M. E. Churches of Minneapolis, Minn., 
under the efficient leadership of Mrs. 
Bishop C. D. Foss, held an *' Oriental 
Tea Party” in the interests of the W. 
F. M. S8., on the afternoon and even- 
ing of Nev. 20, at Centenary Church. 
Tickets were one dollar, which entitked 
the holder to admission, a lunch, and a 
Japanese tea-cup and saucer, The num- 
ber of tickets sold by each church was 
agreed upon as the basis for the distri- 
bution of the proceeds; also each 
church was to be credited with all 
money from the sale of its own im- 
ported articles.

You may try 
to get rid of the faith of your youth, 
but you never will. The taste of the 
water of the old well is in you, and you 
will never be satisfied with any other. 
We can never wholly escape the train- 
ing of our youth. 

How much encouragement is this 
for Christian parents! Instil the 
taste of religion into your children’s 
souls, so that they will never get it out. 
Make the atmosphere of home redolent 
with piety as the sweet breath of the 
spring-time is with flowers. There is 
no danger of “ prejudicing” your chil- 
dren too much in favor of religion. 
David was “ prejudiced” that way by 
his parents, and they left him no better 
possession. Happy for him had he 
only been “prejudiced” more! Lead 
your children to the well of religion. 
It is as natural for them to like it when 
it is of the right quality as it is for 
them to like water, and it is just as 
good for them. You need not force it 
down their throats. You need not 
drown them in it. But by pleasant 
means give them a taste for it, and ever 
afterward they will have an inclination 
that way. Perhaps they will grow 
right up by the well and never leave it 
atall. Or if they dv wander away into 
sandy deserts of sin, some day, dis- 
gusted with the bitter waters of evil, 
they will think of the old fountain and 
come back to die in the faith of father 
and mother. 

Reader, have you wandered away, 
and do you now feel such a desire? You 
may be a young man.

Your sinful years, your bad asso- 
ciates, your evil habits, are in the way 
of your return. The old well is flowing 
yet. Break through and come back to 
it. 

Or you may be a man of business, of 
ledgers and day-books. You have tried 
a great many things, bat none suit you 


The Sault—leap or waterfall — of 
Sainte Marie is a series of foaming rap- 
ids, which descend from eighteen to 
twenty feet in the course of three-quar- 
ters ofa mile. The two hundred, more 
or less, brooks and rivers that fill the 
basin of Lake Superior pour their com- 
mingled waters down that steep descent 
in billions of gallons diurnally. 

The rapids swarm with fish. Speckled 
trout, weighing from six pounds each 
downward, make it the anglers’ para- 
dise. Sixty pounds is not an unusual 
catch in an afternoon. Then the deli- 
cious whitefish are there in unnum- 
bered thousands. These are not hunt- 
ers, but grazers. So a philosophic but 
uneducated Englishman tersely charac- 
terized them. They do not take the 
hook, but are caught with a scoop net. 
The Indians — scooping them up in the 
seething white-caps — are most pictur- 
esque objects. Steadying the frail birch- 
bark canoe with light poles, they push 
it up into the roaring waters, and as it 
descends scoop in the fish that rest for 
a while in the hollows of the rocks. 

Nothing can be more delicate or 
toothsome than these whitefish — not 
even the Mackinac trout. They are 
caught by millions in these pearly wa- 
ters, and seem to increase faster than 
they can be captured. Packed in ice, 
or cured in salt, they are sent in enor- 
mous quantities to Eastern and South- 
ern markets. 

The entire scene is one of stirring ac- 
tivity. Round the falls onthe American 
side passes the United States Ship 
Canal — the most magnificent constrac- 
tion of its kind in existence. More than 
4,500 steam and sail vessels have passed 
through it in the iast business year. Its 
patronage grows with unexampled ra- 
pidity. It is the successor of the Mich- 
igan State Ship Canal, which runs side 
by side with it, and is now owned by 
the “hational government. Commerce 
is free at this point. There are no 
charges for vessels of any nationality 
passing through these locks. This is 
as it ought to be. The Canadians re- 
ciprocate the courtesy, and open the 
Welland Canal around Niagara on the 
same conditions to American as to 
their own vessels., 

Large cities— commercial and man- 








ufacturing — will yet adorn the sides of 


the lovely St. Mary’s River. The United 
States authorities are rapidly removing 
all obstructions in the current. The 
canal employees are drilled as subma- 
rine divers. Some of them, clad in 
suitable dress, can remain half a day 
under water, and will be most efficient 
in raising wrecks, blasting and remov- 
ing bowlders, rocks, etc. 

The Indians are nut so numerous as 
formerly. When in the fall of 1641, 
Charles Raymbault and Isaac Jaques 
found their way to the Sault, there was 
‘¢ an Indian village with a population of 
two thousand souls. The chief re- 
ceived them kindly, and invited them to 
dwell in their midst. ‘ We will embrace 
you as brothers,’ they said, ‘and profit 
by your words.’ ” ‘Only about one hun- 
dred of this branch of the great Ojib- 
eway nation remain. The rest are scat- 
tered in small bands and isolated fam- 
ilies on the shores of the St. Mary’s and 
0a the coasts of Lake Superior. Maulti- 
tudes of half-breeds are met with all 
over the country. The Indian race is 
certainly not waning in this region, but 
is slowly increasing. 

Rev. John Sunday, a converted Chip- 
pewa, first “brought Christianity in 
earnest” to the Lake Superior Ojibe- 
ways. In 1833 he was followed by Rev. 
John Clark, whose industry and wise 
foresight achieved wonders in aid of 
Indian civilization. Rev. J. H. Pitezel 
and James Shaw, with whom we met on 
the spot of their former heroic labors, 
were his self-sacrificing successors. Mr. 
Pitezel has just issued a revised edition 
of his ‘‘ Lights and Shades of Mission- 
ary Life.” It is a modest, unpretend- 
ing, but fascinating book. It vividly 
presents the physical difficulties he had 
to encounter, and no less graphically 
portrays the spiritual obstacles that he 
was obliged to surmount. The feats of 
the Indian jugglers and medicine men, 
as witnessed by him, were astonishing, 
and led him toask: ‘Is not Satan at 
the bottom of the copjurer’s art, and 
equally so as it respects modern necro- 
mancy? We felt, at least, as if we were 
in the very precincts of his majesty’s 
darkest domain.” 

While he was employed in that then 
distant field, some of the Chippewas in 
the interior were driven by stress of 
famine into the guilt and horror of can- 
nibalism. The Gospel brought light to 
these darkened souls, and food to these 
hungry bodies. It drew them to Christ 
and to anew life. Habits of industry, 
order, economy, and foresight were 
created. They began to desire the pos- 
session of land in fee simple, so that 
they could call it their own and dwell 
upon it without fear of molestation. 
This testimony of Mr. Pitezel is very 
valuable. It indicates the solution of 
the Indian question. Human greed and 
cruelty alone have made that question 
problematical. The Indians are human 
As human beings they need and should 
have the Gospel, the school, agriculture 
and mechanic art:, and American cit- 
izenship — when qualified for it — in 
succession. If endowed with these, 
there would remain no more. Indian 
questions. 

The liberality of the Indian Chris- 
tians was touching in Mr. Pitezel's 
days. In one year their gifts to the 
missionary cause averaged ninety-one 
cents each. In following seasons they 
were still more generous. Having re- 
ceived much, they loved much. Mr. 
Pitezel for many years has been a sa- 
perannuate. ‘* Stray Leaves,” is another 
of the publications with which this 
‘* backwoods boy,” but cultivated Chris- 
tian minister and gentleman, is striving 
to serve his generation according to the 
will of God. 

The Indians are fortunate in the pos- 
session of warm frierds in Canada and 
Great Britain. On the Canadian side 
of the St. Mary’s is the Wawanosh, a 
school in which from twenty to sixty 
Indian girls are educated. Lower down 
the river is the Shinwauk edifice, in 
which about as many boys are carefully 
instructed. The funds for these insti- 
tutions are principally collected in Great 
Britain. 

Many of the Indians are small farm- 
erg; others are boatmen, fishermen, and 
woodchoppers. One of them, a grand- 
son of the old chief of the Waishkees, 
is an efficient employee on the govern- 
ment canal. Frontier barbarism has 
corrupted his name into Whiskey, by 
which he is known to the church rec- 
ords. He ought to restore that name to 
its original orthography. As it is, it is 
death to any reputation not Irish or 
Scottish. The Indians also find em- 
ployment in trapping during the win- 
ter. In the summer and autumn the 
women gather the delicious strawber- 
ries, raspberries, red and black currants, 
high and low huckleberries, gooseber- 
ries, and cranberries which grow in 
such flavorous abundance and perfec- 
tion in woods and marshes. Thousands 
of tons of delicious strawberry and 
raspberry jam have been made in and 
exported from the vicinity of the Sault. 
Ground pine in large quantities is also 
collected by the Indians for the Christ- 
mas festivities of large towns and cit- 
ies. Rough nature is still exceeding 
kind to her red children. 

The peas grown in this region are 
perfect, and wholly free from bugs and 
worms. For this reason they are sold 
for seed in the East. As a hay-raising 
section this cannot be excelled. The 
grass is short, thick, matted, and sweet. 
Sprivg wheat, oats, barley, and potatoes 
are also very fine, though late in ripen- 
ing. Four years ago Chippewa County 
took the first prize for these products 
at the Michigan State Agricultural Fair, 
and also received the diploma for the 
best agricultural exhibit of any county 
in the commonwealth.

From WASHINGTON. 


It is just three weeks to-day since 
Congress assembled, and duriug al) of 
that time comparatively little has been 
done. The excitement in choosing a 
Speaker for the House has rarely been 
equaled, the three candidates being 
Randall of Pennsylvania, Cox of New 
York, and Carlisle of Kentucky. The 





choice fell on the latter, which has

given a rest to the papcrs and people on 


that subject. The office of Speaker is 
of high importance, and Mr. Carlisle 
has been busy in trying to select mem- 
bers of committees,and attend to scores 
of other duties the position he occupies 
involves. As the House is - heavily 
Democratic, there has been a general 
sweeping out of officials, and the ap- 
pointing of Democrata in their places. 
Congress adjoucns to day until the sec- 
ond week of January, and until that 
time there will be a sort of reaction 
from the excitement of the past month. 

The present Congress will be one of 
rare interest and importance. [t con- 
venes on the eve of a presidential elec- 
tion, and its action this winter and 
spring will do much to determine what 
party will elect a President. Great po- 
litical and moral questions are involved, 
and as this will be along session of 
Congress, the majority of the House 
will havea good opportunity to make 
or destroy their reputation. The Senate 
is Republican, as usual, as is the Presi- 
dent, and, after all, the Democratic ma- 
jority in the Hovse cannot practically 
amount te much. Ose thing they can 
do, and that is make a reputation for 
their party; for this their predecessors 
have lamentably failed in doing in tbe 
past. 

It is almost too late to refer to the 
President’s Message, which has been 
read and commented on by the press of 
the world. It wasasa’e aud conserv- 
ative Message, that gave but little cause 
for criticism by any true American. The 
President wears well here, and stands as 
high as apy of his predecessors, and has 
made as few mistakes as any of them. 

The House has never been so large a 
body before, having over thirty addi- 
tional members. The seats that some 
occupied for years are now filled by 
ovhers, while scores of new faces give 
it a new appearance. The membership 
of the House is composed of 196 out- 
spoken Democrats, 118 out-spoken Re- 
publicans (one of these — Haskell — 
died here a week ago), five Readjusters, 
and three Independents. The Green- 
back party seems dead and buried, and 
the party of which Mahone has been 
leader and dictator has « foreboding fut- 
ure. Rev. J. 8. Lindsay, rector of St. 
John’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Georgetown, D. C., has been elected 
chaplain to the House. He succeeds Rev. 
F. D. Power, who was pastor of the 
late President Garfield, and pastor of 
the Christian Church here. I learn that 
Chaplain Lindsay was once a Methodist 
preacher, and that he was a Confeder- 
ate chaplain during the war. He isa 
native of Virginia, and quite popular. 

Rev. Dr. E. D. Huntley, pastor of 
Metropolitan Church, was elected chap- 
lain to the Seaate last week. He suc- 
ceeds Rev. Dr. Builock, a Presbyterian, 
and for years a pastor in Alexandria, 
Va. Dr. Bullock has served as chaplain 
for two terms, and though a stronyly 
Southern man, was retained the last 
term by the influence of Senator Davis, 
of Illinois, agehapiain of 4 Republican 
Senate. The new chaplain, Dr. Hunt- 
ley, ix a native of Elmira, N. Y., where 
his parents are still living, and pillars of 
Methodism. He joined the Wisconsin 
Conference, where he served in tine 
churches, was a presiding elder of Mad- 
ison district, and was elected for two 
terms as chaplain te the State legislut- 
uré. Afterwards he was chosen as pres- 
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ident of Lawrence University, which po- 
sitiop he held for five years, when he 
came here last spring as pastor of Met- 
ropolitan Church, which is doing re- 
markably well under his pastorate, and 
is greatly improved. I need not refer 
to the financial state of this church, as 
good Chaplain McCabe has let the world 
know it in his earnest appeals. 

Before dismissing the subject of Con- 
gress, I may state that it has occasioned 
crowds to come to the city as usual. It is 
safe to say that 20,000 are bere ia con- 
nection with it, and over 30,000 more 
willbe here during the winter for pleas- 
Only think of the crowded state 
of the city now, with not far from 240,- 
000 residents. A rich harvest will be 
reaped by hotels and boarding-houses 
during this society season here. People 
of the highest and wealthiest positions 
come here now to spend the winter, and 
scores of costly and stylish houses are 
erected for them, or rented by them, 
when they do not make hotels their 
homes. Numbers of people have gone 
to their homes to spend the holidays 
there, and numbers remain. The gay 
searon for receptions, balls and parties 
has not properly begun, nor will it until 
Congress meets over a week hence. As 
the President is a widower, Speaker 
Carlisle’s wife will be the leading socie- 
ty lady. As Mrs. Carlisle isa Kentucky 
woman, the tone of Washington so- 
ciety is likely to be of a Southern type, 
and that is as different from that of the 
North as politics usually are. 

Asking indulgeuce for so much refer- 
ence to secular matters, let me brietly 
refer to the churches. There are about 
twenty M. E. Churches in the District, 
and it may safely be stated that every 
one of them is enjoying a high degree of 
prosperity. Congregations are good, 
and pastors are encouraged. At the 
coming Conference in March the major- 
ity of the pastors willbe changed. The 
pastors of Foundry, Union, Mt. Zion, 
Hamline, Wesley Chapel and Waugh are 
closing their third year, and three or 
four other pastors are likely to be 
changed who are closing their second 
year. Rev. Dr. Edwards, pastor of Mc - 
Kendree Church, is faithfully at work, 
arranging for the coming Conference, 
and is succeeding well. Foundry 
Church has never been as prosperous 
as it is, and its pastor, Rev. W.F.Ward, 
is closing his term with the same success 
he has had everywhere in the past. Pas- 
tors and people are all alive to the tem- 
perance reform, and efforts are now 
made to get Cougress to abolish the sale 
of liquor in the District. Mrs. J. Elien 
Foster, of Iowa, delivered a lecture on 


the subject last week at Foundry 
Church.

From FLORIDA. : 

By the calendar’ it is winter, but no 
June day in New England was ever 
more rare and perfect than this Decem- 
ber day. Thereis no threat, or even hint, 
of wintry cold in the serene heavens 
and the semi-tropic surroundings. 
Cardinal red-birds are flashing through 
the tangle of underbrush. Song birds 
make the woods vocal with twitter and 
music. Tinted butterflies zigzag from 
flower to flower. The bees hum and 
cluster on the over-ripe broken frait. 
Harmless chameleons dart across the 
veranda, ever changing from lustrous 
green in the sunlight to dusky hues in 
the flickering shadows. Rosebush and 
geranium are in bud and flower. Enor- 
mous oleanders flourish rankly with 
pyramids of red and white blooms. A 
dozen varieties of fragile wild flowers 
unknown by name line the paths through 
the woods. Pineapples are blossoming 
and fruiting, and never in northern 
markets have I seen more perfect and 
luscious fruit.. In appropriate prox- 
imity luxuriant banana stalks, with 
sword-like Jeaves and drooping clusters 
of fruit, and tall fronded palm-trees, 
give a genuinely tropical aspect to gar- 
den and grove.

My neighbor, who has royally 
helped many a sick preacher and mis- 
sionary at his Clifton Springs Sanita- 
rium, will harvest many thousand boxes 
from his noble grove this year. The 
immense yield of fruit this season has 
deepened confidence in the capabilities 
of the sofl and climate, and a veritable 
‘orange boom” pulsates the air, and 
excitement runs high; but more anon 
on the orange question. 

But better, and more important to 
many than flower and fruit, is the soft 
balmy air that makes these winter days 
perfect. The softness of the air is its 
rare excellence and help. For some 
days the wind has been due north and 
east, but with no rawness, no chill. 
The balsam of immeasurable pine woods 
and the strength of salt seas blend 
together, as the constant breeze swings 
to and fro across the peninsula from 
the Atlantic to the Gulf. Better than 
anodynes and artificial “inhalations ” 
of drugs and acids, is this bland, sooth- 
ing atmosphere. What a relief and 
change it is from the bitter cold and 
rasping winds of the New England 
coast! Incipient pulmonary troubles 
are quieted and helped ofttimes as by 
magie; and it makes possible and irre-

outdoor life. When doors and windows 
are wide open, when the sky has the 
deep blue of June, when the birds are 
caroling and the fruit hangs rich and 
ripe, and hammock and pine woods are 
full of flowers, and lakes are swarming 
with gamy tront, only a stricken re- 
cluse would shut himself in from such 
genial and idyllic surroundings. When 
the sun is too warm — not anfrequently 
the case here —the deep veranda with 
its outlook of lake and forest and grove, 
and also book and paper and hammock, 
is a pleasant resort and an important 
part.of our Florida out-door life. And 
then to wind up the perfect day per- 
fectly, enjoy the luxury of an open fire, 
making the chill of the evening after 
the warmth of the day innoxious. This 
is part of the sunny side of Florida 
days in December.

life, and making a passing allusion to 
the public events of the day, with ad- 
mirable short sketches of the noted 
actors inthem. The father of the ed- 
itor of this paper was the Methodist 
pastor in New Bedford during the time 
of Dr. Dewey’s ministrations in the 
Unitarian Church in that city, and held 
him in warm regard for his courtesy 
and kindliness, and for the apparent sin- 
cerity and earnestness of his religious 
experience. Like Channing, Dr. Dewey 
passed through a marked and permanent 
spiritual era in his early years, changing 
his wile plan of life and Jeading him 
from the bar, for which he had prepared 
himself, to the pulpit. He was, after 
his settlement in New Bedford, for years 
the popular pastor of the Church of the 
Messiah in New York. He was an able 
and eloquent preacher, @ clear reasoner, 
a man of singularly amiable and pure 
life and character. His conservatism on 
the question of the Fugitive Slave Law 
exposed him to no little severe denunci- 
ation at the North, while the frank and 
reasonable utterance of his personal ab- 
horrence of slavery shut up against him 
both the pulpits and the politeness of 
his many Southern friends. In the pul- 
pit, perhaps the three most effective 
preachers of the Unitarian Church were 
the three warm personal friends — Drs. 
Channing, Dewey and Patnam. We 
have long owned and valued a volume 
of practical discourses by Dr. Dewey, 
published many years ago. The Auto- 
biography has both interested us and 
awakened fresh respect for its subject. 


Probably in view of the publication 
of the Autobiography at this time, the 
American Unitarian Association, 7 Tre- 
mont Place, Boston, issues, in a neat 
octavo, uniform with the works of Chan- 
ning, Taz Works oF ORVILLE Dewey, 
D. D. 804 pp. Sold for $1.00. This 
volume contains six series of sermons, 
his reviews, doctrinal statements, and 
occasional papers, and the very favor- 
ably received Lowell Lectures upon 
‘“‘Human Destiny,” the repetition of 
which was asked and secured, and which 
were delivered in several other cities. 
We had the pleasure of listening to 
them as delivered in Boston. Dr. 
Dewey, although of Orthodox parent- 
age and early instruction, was a pro- 
nounced Unitarian of the Channing 
school. His denominational sympathies 
are not disguised in this volume, but a 
large portion of its contents will be 
read with equal interest and profit by 
members of other religious families. 
He was an impressive and devout 
preacher; his practical sermons for busi- 
ness men are full of wise suggestions, 
and his lectures will always command 
attention. 


By far the best practical book on 
physical exercise that we have seen-was 
the littke manual of William Blaikie, 
entitled, ‘‘ How to Get Strong and How 
to Stay So.” He now issues, through 
the press:of the Harpers, another, with 
a series of lessons, illustrated by cuts, 
and adapted to classes by questions, 
which he names, SounD BopiEs FOR 
Our Boys anp Giris. It is equally 
sensible, reasonable, and practical. 
The manual may be readily used at 
school and at home, even without a 
skilled teachir. We cordially commend 
it to teachers and parents. 


The Harpers publish a very taking 
little volume for adventurous lads, bear- 
ing the title, RaisING THE PEARL, by 
James Otis.

A ROUNDABOUT JOURNEY, by Charles 
Dudley Warner Crown 8vo, $1.50.

From the same house we have the late 
Lvvel by F. Marion Crawford, which has 
awakened so much interest in literary 
circles.

It is 
a terrible story, written with much 
power, but is heated and unwholesome 
reading. The tempter is the wife, be- 
guiled by unlawful love and forcivg 
herself passionately upon her lover. 
The author is a human nemesis. The 
enraged husband seeks to shoot his 
rival in his wife’s affections, but her 
sudden movement defeats his purpose.

Such a work exhibits dramatic 
skill and intellectual power, but it 
poisons rather than purifies.
